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An Evil Traffic 


BB 
_* Yesterday an account appeared 
in this newspaper of the struggle 
between the Department of 
Supplies and the ‘‘ black market.” 
It is a struggle ó outrance; it 
cannot end except with the defeat 
of either the Department or the 
“black marketeers,” and the 
former result is too unpleasant to 
contemplate. Thus far the Depart- 
ment can claim numerous 
victories. Approximately 500 
traders, wholesale and _ retail, 
have been convicted of over- 
charging and of offences against 
the rationing regulations, while 
600 prosecutions are pending. 
Fines up to £1,000 have been in- 
flicted; twelve of the offending 
traders have been sent to terms 
of imprisonment ranging from one 
to six months; in other cases the 
right of the offenders to deal in 
certain commodities has been fe- 
voked. Nevertheless, the ‘‘ black 
‘market ’’ continues to flourish, 
and it looks as if the struggle 
will be a long one. Nations at war 
have simpler and less romantic 
names for the “black marketeer’’ ; 
they call him a “ saboteur,’’ or 
even more directly, a traitor ; and, 
when détected, he receives th, 
punishment that befits sabotage 
and treachery. This country of 
ours is in almost as parlous a 
position as if it were at war; its 
stocks and prospects of certain 
necessary commodities are even 
less satisfactory than those of 
many belligerents; here, as else- 
where, the “ black marketeer’’ is 
a menace to national security. It 
is fitting that the  sternest 
measures shall be taken against 
him—that the punishment of 
detected offenders shall be heavy 
enough to act as a deterrent. Yet, 
there are degrees of guilt. From 
a study of the cases which have 


been reported from time to 
time, we notice with pleasure 
that the Courts have been 
making a génuine effort to 


discriminate between the major 
and the minor offender. It is 
obviously wrong that the small 
huckster who sells a few ounces of 
butter at a couple of pence above 
the Jegal price should be punished 
equally with the “ big man ' who 
contrives to intrude, perhaps, 
some hundreds of pounds of tea 
into the “black market.” The 
small shopkeeper may be exposed 
to all manner of temptations—the 
blandishment of friends, the need 
to make up the quarter’s rent, the 
untimely arrival of a bill. Pos- 
sibly, the spirit of melodrama is 
abroad ; but it is rumoured freely 
in Dublin that the real “ black 
marketeers ’’—the men behind the 
whole obnoxious business—have 
not yet come under the Depart- 
ment’s eye. When the light does 
fall upon them—says rumour— 
there will be a succession of fines 
and jail sentences that will 
provide “' front-page news” in 
abundant measure. We must hope 
that these people, if they exist, 
will be brought to justice at the 
earliest possible moment. With- 
out a change in the public 
consciencé—concerning which the 
Archbishop of Dublin had a few 
words to say yesterday—the 
“black market’ cannot be 
eliminated; it is bound to per- 
sist, in the hands of many 
“gmall ” practitioners, who will 
not be proof against its promise 
of quick and easy returns. The 
real necessity is to dispose of the 
“big” people, the source of 
supply. Against these men, 
every means of detection’ may be 
employed. It is an endless pity 
that the Department should have 
recourse to the use of spiés and 
““informers,” and we hope that 
such means will be employed 
sparingly, if at all, against the 
huckster ; but all weapons are fair 
against the ‘‘ black marketeer ”’ 
who operates in a big way.

For 
example, a hurling or football 
team may travel in taxi-cabs to 
their playing fields, so long as no 
suitable alternative transport is 
available, and the distance covered 
is not greater than fifty miles, but 
a jockey may not ride in a taxi- 
cab to a race meeting. There have 
been criticisms of such points. 
but generally the Order has been 
accepted philosophically. It is 
realised that the petrol coming 
into the country must be pre- 
served for vita] services. It is 
more important that there should 
be ’buses to take men and women 
to their work than that there 
should be soft transport for those 
in search of pleasure. The 
racing community, which might 
legitimately claim that it has been 
put to greater inconvenience by 
transport restrictions than any 
other section of Irish sporting 
people, has set a splendid example 
by its uncomplaining acceptance 
of emergency conditions: Instead 
of making protests, its members 
bought bicycles or arranged for 
the hiring of horse-drawn 
vehicles. Association football 
teams travelling from Dublin to 
Limerick or Cork, or from those 
places to Dublin, will be put to a 
great deal of additional expense, 
as three days must now be devoted 
to each match away from the 
“home” area; but, while the 
footbal] authorities have discussed 
the prospects rather mournfully, 
they have shown & realisation of 
the circumstances which caused 
the Government to make the 
Order. Indeed, the only protest 
against the Order has been made 
on behalf of the owners and 
trainers of greyhounds. Their

It farmed a moré im- 
portant part of the year’s sport- 
ing activities before the motor car 
was invented, and ranked second 
only to racing before the train 
was invented. The popularity of 
greyhound racing is a greater 
menace to its future than the 
shortage of petrol. As for the 
export trade in Irish dogs, 80 long 
as a cross-Channel demand exists, 
the breeders in this country will 
be able to supply it, should they 
have to walk from Powerstown 
Park to Clounanna to give their

Safety First 


Dublin at present has less 
motor traffic in its streets than 
any other city of similar size in 
these islands. The elimination of 
the private motor car and the 
reduction in the numbers of 
lorries and other commercial 
motor vehicles have made walking 
in the central thoroughfares a 
great deal more pleasant than it 
used to be. No longer is it néces- 
sary to cross a street in & series 
of short runs, with running- 
boards shaving the coat-tailé and 
wheels just missing the toes. 
Many citizens amble from one 
pavement to another as though 
they were strolling in the Fifteen 
Acros, and with such little 
thought for what traffic remains 
that the internal combustion 
engine might never have been in- 
vented. In the suburbs children 
run recklessly from side-streets 
into main roads or allow their 
games to overflow into the place 
where a traffic stream normally 
would be in progress. All the 
traffic sense that ever was taught 
in the schools seems to have been 
forgotten. Everything that ever 
was written or preached about 
“safety first” is being ignored. 
The number of traffic accidents 
has not been reduced in anything 
approaching the degree that 
traffic has been redúced. MHabits 
of carelessness are being developed 
which are bound to have serious 
consequences when the war is 
over and petrol again is plentiful. 
Were the passage of motor 
vehicles as frequent as it was up 
to two years ago, the presént 
behaviour of many pedestrians 
and a considerable number of 
cyclists would résult in an 
appalling record of death and dis- 
ablement. The adult may adjust 
his ambulatory instincts when 
traffic requires it, but children 
who have grown up without 
lessons of safe conduct being con- 
stantly taught to them are almost 
inevitably bound to continue in 
the lax methods of the war years. 
At the same time, the road-sense 
of the post-war motorist may not 
immediately be as sure as it 
might, and the possibility of an 
alarming increase in accidents 
must be seriously considered. 
The authorities, particularly the 
educational authorities, have a 
duty in this matter. Lessons in 
road safety should not be 
neglected. The dangers of the 
highway in normal times, rather 
than the smaller dangers of 
the emergency years, should be 
regularly and graphically pre- 
sented to the rising generation, 
which is apt to forget what pre- 
war traffic was like.

FACTS ABOUT DUBLIN 


DIOCESE 
The Church Art in the 
Diocese of Dublin, Glendalough and 


Kildare is estimated to be 55,765, 
according to the report of thé 
Diocesan Councils, which was 
adopted when the Synod met in 
Dublin yesterday. It revealed also 
that there were 199 churches and 
places of worship, served by 150 
clergymen. An average of 4,160 
atfended 135 Sunday schools and 116 
day schools were attendéd by an 
average of 3,792. During 1941, 
£84, 7s. was received in collec- 
tions, subscriptions and donations— 
£1,871 98. more than the amount 
collected during 1940. 

The apathy in the diocese with 
regard to the Missionary Societies 
was criticised by Mr. T. J. Robinson 
when the adoption of the report of 
the Diocesan Missionary Council 
was moved. He pointed out that in 
fifteen dioceses there had been in- 
creased support in this sphere. In 
four there had been decreases, and 
the Diocese of Dublin, Glendalough 
and Kildare was the worst of these 
four. Western and Southern dioceses 
within, and, for the aes ng poor 
church populations, showed increased 
interest, and a diocese with a rich 
population of over 53,000 showed an 
average decrease of over £300 year 
after year.

Racecourse Harvest 


Derby racecourse has provided 
what is thought to be a harvest 
record—nearly three times the aver-: 
age yield of rye an acre. From an 
area of less than thirteen acres the 
ave crop has been thréshed out at 

tons 11 cwts., in addition : to; 
twenty-seven tons of straw, while 
one hundred thousand  brassica 
plants have also been sown. — All 
the rye has been sold for seed. The. 
land was first taken over in April of 
last year, when the semi-derelict 
turf was broken up and plantéd 
with potatoes. When this crop had 
been lifted the land was cultivated 
and drilled two ways, with three 
bushels of rye to the acre. Manure 
and top EN a were not, applied 
and subsequently cultivation. com 
sisted mainly of rolling several times 
in the spring. Tail corn and 
rakings are, not included in the 
harvest figures. While this yiéld is 
exceptional, many farmers here 
have achieved yields of a ton an 
acre. Much better stocks of rye for: 
seed are now available, giving 
distinctly higher yields than the pre- 
war-average of thirteen cwts. an acre. 
War-time experience has also shown 
that good crops can be secured when 
rye is sown as late as early 
November.

AN IRISHMAN’S DIARY 


The First ‘‘ Nation ’’ 


A colleague who has done the 
script for to-night’s Radio Eireann 
programme on “The Founding of 
the Nation” has beén showing me 
a copy of the first number of that 
famous paper, As the more serious 
side of the Nation’s work, 1 am 
informed, will be fully expounded 
in his broadcast, I feel free to make 
some comments about the not so im- 
portant aspects of the first number. 

I find, for. example, that its 
biggest advertising support came 
from the bookselling trade, which 
took eight out of a total of about 
sixteen columns of advertising in the 
first number. These advertisements 
further show that cheap books are 
not an invention of the Penguin 
period; for in this number the 
readers were offered Bacon’s Essays 
at 8d., Crabbe’s Poems for 6d., and 
a work on “ The Sabbath ” for 5d. 

That other staunch supporter of 
journalism, the patent medicine 
trade, was also well to the fore in 
this issue, with a half-colamn 
devoted to a corn cure and @ column 
to a very potent medicine called 
‘*Cordial Balm of Syriacum.”* 


Inauspicious Poetry 


For a journal which was to print 
so much stirring poetry later, I feel 
that it began its poetry section very 
inauspiciously with what must 
one of the poorest poems Mangan 
evér wrote, It is entitled “Our First 
Number,” and it begins :

Mr. Edward Dyas, who died yes- 
terday at his residence, 72 Seafield 
toad, Clontarf, was a well-known

CARMEL FLYNN 
EXHIBITION - 
DECORATIVE EFFECTS 


Miss Carmel Flynn is in a fair 
way towards realising an artistic 
personality of her own; her exhibi- 
tion of water-colours which was 
Dermod O’Brien, 
P.R.H.A., at the Country Shop on 
Monday last bears the stamp of 
genuine, if not yet quite matured, 
personality. The artist handles her 
materials with freedom and vigour, 
and the colours she employs in 
painting Irish landscape, though 
cold, have vitality. It is also worth 
noting thet, as in “ Hayfield, 
Aughrim,” she makes the fore- 

rounds of her pictures work. For 
ar too many, especially water-colour 

artists, the immediate foreground is 
no more than a dull point of de- 
arture, and light and colour come 
nto play only where the middle dis- 
tance bégins. Some of Miss Flynn’s 
flower pieces are particularly success- 
ful. ‘‘ Begonia” (3) is possibly the 
best thing in the exhibition, and in 
“Daisies,”. which is _ delight- 
fully decorative, the feeling for har- 
monious design is admirably sus- 
tained. 

Perhaps the artist needs to de- 
velop a more precise sense of form. 
A picture like ‘‘ Three Poppies,” 
though its strong colour makes it 
very effective, seems loose in struc- 
ture. Here, as in ‘‘Pine Trees,’ 
with its broad, rather heavy brush 
strokes, there is some suggestion of 
the influence of the English painter, 
Matthew Smith—a big man in his 
own way, but an artist who is liable 
to fall into something like the over- 
stated theatricality of the early nine- 
teenth century romantics. One 
would rather encourage a gifted 
oung artist like Miss Flynn to try 
or classical precision. She must 
not let herself be satisfied with such 
looseness, not to say sxetchiness, of 
form as marks, for instance, the 
treatment of the mountain back- 
ground in the otherwise admirable 
‘Forxed Road.” 


DAVIS'S WRITINGS 


The writings of Thomas Davis, 
whether prose or verse, are the re- 
cords of a life of action, said Mr. 
Brinsley MacNamara, in a broad- 
cast last night from Radio ireann, 
which was accompanied by reed- 
ings from the verse of the great 

set and nationalist. Davis, said 

r. MacNamara, was the driving 
force of the Nation, to which, in 
óne year alone, he contributed 35 of 
his best poems. The founding of the 

per in 1842 waa recalled, when 

avis sat down in a Trinity street 
office with Charles Gavan Duffy and 
John Blake Dillon. It was Duffy's 
idea that the greatest appeal which 
the new venture could have would 
be ene heartfelt poetry “ true to 
the Gaelic ear.” Davis was the 
man selected to write that try, 
although up to that time he had put 
his name to none, and it later be- 
came his aim to teach Irish histo 
through verse, as well as throug 
prose. 
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
